1 . In order to avoid abandonment, the drawing informalities noted in the paper 
mailed on November 5, 2003, must now be corrected.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4, 9-20, 23-33, and 36-46 are allowed. 

3. In the Office Action dated February 18, 2005, the Examiner inadvertently failed to 
indicate the status of claims 36-46, which were added in the Paper filed November 29, 
2004. However, the Examiner has conducted a search for these claims, and they are 
allowable, for the reasons indicated below. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1-4, 9-20, 23-33, and 36-46 is the 
inclusion of the limitation, "a single on-chip multi-jurisdictional arbiter adapted to receive 
requests for ownership of the system bus and of the external bus, to rank all the 
received requests according to a programmable priority schedule, to transmit a first 
grant signal to the dual [one of first blocks] regarding a first ownership of the external 
bus and to transmit a second grant signal regarding a second ownership of the system 
bus to another one of the first blocks that is concurrent with the first ownership" as 
recited in independent claim 1, and as similarly recited in independent claims 9, 18, 23, 
31, 36, and 45. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
